Enclosed please find True Copies of the court documents 
which will explain the situation with Mr. O'Dell. The one 
document is a misdemeanor warrant, which charges Mr, O'Dell 
with Accosting a Minor for Immoral Purposes, which was a one- 
year misdemeanor offense. Due to the facts surrounding this 
case, it was determined that a plea to a lesser offense, that 
is, Contributing to the Delinquency of a Minor, a 90 day mis- 
demeanor , was an appropriate disposition * Accordingly , the 
defendant pled guilty to Contributing to the Delinquency of a 
Minor . 

The second document which we have enclosed is a True Copy 
of the Judgment of Sentence. This document reflects in the 
upper left hand corner that the Court did impose a deferred 
sentence . Generally, when the Prosecutor 1 s Office agrees to 
a deferred sentence , the case is dismissed if the individual 
is in no further trouble during this sentencing delay.
